Says County Library Has Made 
Phenomenal Strides' In Decade 


This is the second of three 
articles prepared for The G et­ 
tysburg Time.* by Atty. Leighton 
C. Taylor, Bendersville, on the 
importance of having a good 
library in the community with 
special reference to the tenth 
anniversary of the founding of 
the Adams County F ret Library 
on January 19. 


By LEIGHTON C. TAYLOR 
Doctor Griswold, president of Yale 
University, said only recently: 
“ I favor more thorough prep­ 
aration for the liberal arts, and 
a more thorough liberal arts 
training for teachers themselves 
who will thus, I think, be much 
more disposed to communicate 
the ambition for learning, and 
the purposes of learning. 
The 
ultim ate purpose of all schooling 
Is self-education as I understand 
it. Each teacher tries to give 
his students the utmost momen­ 
tum 
to continue 
to educate 
themselves when formal school­ 
ing is over. T hat is the root of 
a libera! education.” 
And, as already indicated, the 
local library plays an im portant 
role 
in 
the 
“ preparation'' 
and 
“ m om entum '’ emphasized by Doc­ 


tor Griswold. The library affords 
the teacher facilities and guidance j 
beyond his prescribed duties, and 
the student, in turn, is encouraged 
to m ake the m ost of his form al 
schooling. 
Let us now consider for a moment j 
the adult who. for one reason or i 
| another, has been denied the fo rm a l1 
schooling provided by tile so-called 
Library-School 
relationship. 
H er­ 
bert Spencer sums up, in a few ; 
words, the vital importance of adult- 
reading. 
He 
observes 
that 
“The 
only real education any man ever 
gets is the education he gives him ­ 
self,” and the public library, in the 
writer’s opinion, is the one institu­ 
tion best equipped to meet this 
situation. 
Aids Cultural Growth 
“The education received by the 
grown man or woman in a library 
is more independent and self-direct- 
ed than that received by the boy or 
girl in school” declared the late 
President 
Hadley, 
of 
Yale. 
The 
thought is, th a t this kind of educa­ 
tion 
leads and contributes more 
readily to m ental, moral, and cul­ 
tural growth, without which hum an 
life drifts constantly toward inaction 
and stagnation.

ARMS TO ALLIES 


REQUIRES BOOST 


IN AID M O N E Y 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 
WASHTNGTON IF — President 
Eisenhower said today a need to 
supply modern weapons to North 
Atlantic 
allies 
and 
to give 
in­ 
creased aid to the Middle and Far 
East requires a doubling of new- 
foreign aid money. 
As had been officially predicted, 
he asked Congress to vote new- 
foreign aid appropriations for the 
bookkeeping year starting July I 
of $4.860,000.000—almost double the 
$2,700,000,000 approved last year. 
A number of Congress members 
of both parties have said the re­ 
quest will be sharply cut. 
Also as predicted, he sought an 
increase for the U.S. Information 
Service—135 
million 
dollars 
as 
compared with 87 millions voted 
this year. 
Surprise Request 
Something of a surprise was his 
request for an appropriation of 239 
million dollars for the State De­ 
partment, an increase of 89 mil­ 
lion dollars over the present year. 
"The Department of State,” Eis­ 
enhower said in his budget mes­ 
sage to Congress, "is not now ad­ 
equately equipped witn either the 
staff or facilities which are re­ 
quired if it is to provide the time­ 
ly. informed and coordinated poli­ 
cy guidance which is vital to the 
success of our total international 
effort." 
In generalized terms. Eisenhow­ 
er asked again for authority from 
Congress to permit the administra­ 
tion to pledge continuing foreign 
aid to friendly nations for specific 
projects. While details have not 
been spelled out. the assumption 
has been the administration would 
ask for authority to make com­ 
mitments for a 10-year period. 
Need For Jets 
Eisenhower said he regards It 
as essential that the foreign aid 
act be revised "to assure greater 
continuity in providing economic 
assistance 
for 
development 
pro­ 
jects and programs w hich . . . re­ 
quire a period of years for plan­ 
ning and completion.’’ 
Even before the budget was pre­ 
sented to Congress, however, there 
were authoritative reports the ad­ 
ministration might drop this pro­ 
posal. It has aroused considerable 
opposition. 
He said one reason for his ask­ 
ing $4,860,000 in new foreign aid 
funds is a need to supply jet air­ 
craft, vessels and electronics sys­ 
tems to NATO allies in Europe. 
He disclosed that more than one 
billion dollars o* the money to be 
spent in the new’ fiscal year "will 
be concentrated in Korea.
